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Mr. Duplessis Again 

Last Saturday Premier Duplessis of 
Quebec issued another of his defiant state- 
ments to the heroic effect that he would never 
surrender the slightest vestige of the aut- 
onomy of his province and that under no 
circumstances would he negotiate or com- 
promise with the Dominion in the matter of 
federal-provincial relations and finances. 

There is nothing admirable at any time 
about bigoted obstinacy. But when big- 
oted obstinacy is linked with a reaction- 
ary and dubious career it becomes even | 
more reprehensible. It is not only obstruct- | 
ionism but sinister obstructionism. 

Canadians will recall, however, that 
Mr. Duplessis is a practiced and habitual 
obstructionist. He opposed votes for women. 
He vigorously opposed payment of family 
allowances to mothers. He opposed the war 
and endeavored to embarrass the early war 
effort by precipitating a premature election. 
He is author of the padlock law whereby | 
the premises of anyone who criticizes his 
administration are locked up. 

He won his present position by opposiag 
Premier Godbout on the issue of compulsory 
education in Quebec. He declared that Que- | 
bee children should not be compelled to go | 
to school and thus share with other Canadian 
children the benefits of modern knowledge 
and instruction, because such compulsion 
would be a ‘reflection on the clergy” who | 
have charge of most of the schooling in that 
province, 

Mr. Duplessis’ political course has been 
notably shifty. The election machine which 
surrounds him is notoriously corrupt and 
when a writer in Maclean’s magazine exposed 
his alleged attempts to levy political tribute | 
on the liquor interests, he denied the charges 
in the legislature, where his utterances were 
privileged, but vehemently refused to allow 
a public investigation of them. .| 

Now he is wilfully determined to pre- 
vent any workable arrangement between the 
Dominion and the the povince in financial 
matters because Quebec’s autonomy might 
be threatened. Such a fear is so obviously ab- 
surd that Mr. Duplessis’s stand could be ex- 
plained readily on the ground of stupidity 
were it not already clearly attributable to 
malicious obstructionism. 

Mr. Duplessis recently stated publicly 
that he had quit drinking. In view of the fact 
that his mentality has changed so little many 
people will either doubt his statement or be- 
lieve that reform has come too late. 


What Is a Contract? 


Mr. John L. Lewis did not call a strike 
of the soft coal miners of the United States. 
But he served notice on the Government, 
which is operating the mines, that the con- 
tract it made with the miners a few months 
ago will expire at midnight on Wednesday. 
As the miners have a well established rule 
that they will not work without a contract, 
the expiry notice practically amounted to | 
the same thing as a strike notice. | 

Attorney General Clark said Lewis had | 
no power to terminate the contract. That | 
laid the basis for court action to obtain an 
injunction forbidding the strike, or to have 
Lewis convicted and punished for an overt 
act by which the miners were incited to 
strike. 

But this prospective battle in the courts 
isn’t the most serious feature of the situat- 
ion, The output of the mines which are in- 
volved is vital to the carrying on of industry, 
to the operation of public service utilities, 
and of course to the heating of a multitude 
of homes. Coal or no coal, that is the quest- 
ion, 


| 


There is said to be enough coal above 
ground to meet the demand for about a 
month. If so, stopping production for even | 
half that time would put the country on 
rations, create shortages here and there 
which must close industries, throw men out 
of work, and leave homes without heat. A | 
month’s deadlock would mean a fuel famine | 
in wintry weather. A famine which could 
not be relieved in another month if the mines 
all reopened at the middle of December. 

This of course is a problem which the 
Government and people of the United States 
must settle for themselves, and which direct- 
ly concerns them, But it emphasizes one or 
two points which Canadians as bystanders 
cannot afford to ignore, 

One is that a labor-management con- 
tract is of little or no value if one party 
can abrogate it at will. There can be no such 
thing as security for anybody if duly negot- 
iated and accepted agreements are not bind- 
ing in fact and reality. 

Another, is that free civilization is crip- 
pled and imperilled when men in one occup- 
ation any occupation can deprive or 
threaten to deprive the public of such vital 
things as coal, light, water, food and trans- 
portation, 

Under the alternative form of govern- 
ment, the totalitarian, that is not permitted. 
When Stalin tells miners to dig coal they 
dig, whether they want to or not; and his 
word is law all along the line of other oc- 
cupations, 

Unless freemen are willing to voluntar- 
ily keep essential production going, accord- 
ing to agreement, what chance is there that 
they can compete with totalitarians, achieve 
dependable prosperity, or ultimately remain 
free? 


Both Have to Guess 


So far as the police learned there were | 


twenty accidents on Edmonton streets over 
the week-end. Six persons were injured. 
Considering the slippery condition of the 
streets the number of mishaps might easily 
have been far greater. That those injured 
were so far fewer than the mishaps is plain 
indication that recklessness was not preval- 
ent. 

Supposing that every one of these “‘acci- 
dents” was such in fact—something which 
happened despite full respect for law and the 
exercise of proper care on the part of all 
concerned; this emphasizes the point that 
even cautious driving and walking cannot 
be one hundred per cent successful in avoid- 


ing crashes and casualties. Since caution| 


cannot make the streets altogether safe, 
carelessness on the part of pedestrians or 
motorists is wholly inexcusable. 

What most people recognize, but some 


| few do not is that the coming of winter cre- 


ates an entirely different set of street condit- 
ions. When pavements are bare those afoot 
may walk with assurance and those operating 
cars and trucks can drive with equal as- 
surance. The one knows with reasonable 
certainty whether he can cross the street be- 
fore the approaching car reaches the inter- 
section. The other knows with reasonable 
certainty how quickly he can slow down or 
stop. 

But when pavements are coated with ice 
or snow, both parties are victims of uncer- 
tainty. Neither knows precisely what he can 
do in a given space or a given time, They 
both have to guess. Each should therefore 
realize the predicament of the other, and 


make allowance for the lessened traction of | _ 


soles and tires. Only so can accidents be kept | 


to the preventive limit and casualties down 
to the minimum.
